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As a part of the Mining curriculum the junior Mining class is required to inspect the principal mining, 
milling, and smelting districts in the State of Missouri. This trip is taken after the close of the school year 

Asa detailed account of the things we saw and studied would be vague and probably not of much interest 
to those who have not personally seen them, the ’ doings 4 ' of the class on the trip and l heir behavior and parlor 
maimers will be disclosed subject to the criticism of those who know better. 

On Monday, June 10th, the following juniors left Knife at 3:10 A. M* f eha|>eroned by Miss Heller and Prof* 
Griswold Bowles, M King" Sedivy* * 4 Gloomy Gus” Baker, French, "Count” Hinseh. Mook, "Tubby” Mix, 
Murray, Anderson and Boyer.

In the afternoon ive walked three miles S. E. of Arcadia to a [Joint of Geolbgkal interest called the "shut 
ins" which is u superimposed river on a granitic mass. After inspecting the different rock fommtions, someone 
suggested a swim. The water was as dear as crystal and to one looking down into it it was very deceiving in 
regard to its depth, A few years before a resident of I ronton had lost his life by diving into several inches of 
water.

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of interest. We returned to Bonne Terre that night and went through the Bonne Terre mill the next day. This 
mill differs very little from the general run of the mills in the district. It is somewhat older The class was 
photographed in front of the Park Hotel at Bonne Terre, 

This ended our trip to the southeast and we now departed for St. Louts en route to Joplin. ( )n the way 
we stopped over a day at Holla. 

At Joplin we really "got busy" and made good use of every minute of our time. We visited mine after 
mine and mill after mill. 

We were joined by Lynemau and Compton while surveying in Webb City at the Great Portland mine. 
We made a complete survey of the underground workings and plotted the notes to scale. 

The completion of the mine surveying officially ended the trip and one by one I He fellows took this train 
and that train until we were all scattered. It will, however, always remain fresh in our memories as one of the 
greatest pleasures of our college career.

The last century has been especially notable, because of the extensive production and use of mineral 
products. In America during the last century there has been an enormous increase in the production of gold, 
silver, copper, lead, due, iron, coal, petroleum, anti gas. In fact, one hundred years ago the total annual value 
of the entire mineral industry of the United States was less than the present annual value of any one of the ecu 
notme products enumerated. A study of the census reports of the United States will show that during the last 
decade the value of the mineral output per capita has increased three fold, There are many indications that this 
wonderful activity fit the ruining industry will continue and probably increase in proportion. 

In tltis industry there is an increasing demand for men of talent and ability -for men technically trained 
and competent to direct mining and metallurgical upetaiiuiis, and able to solve many problems which can Iw 
coped with U*si by L lit* graduate of the mining school hi geology, mining, trre -dressing, and metallurgy there 
arc problems new to the mining fraternity, there are problems not thought of, which the mining graduate of the 
present day must solve. These unsolved problems meaft greater opportunities. 

The geologist is today an important factor in I lie mineral indust ry. Almost all of the large mining cum* 
parties employ skilled men to look after the systematic development of mineral lands, to investigate the structure 
of ore bodies, to determine the probability of their eotiiimhty with depth, and to report on new findings. The 
work of the Geologists employed by the United States Geological Survey has I teen greatly appreciated, and usually 
there is a demand among mining computes for men who have received the training of several years work with 
the Government. . 

Economic and Mining Geology .offer good opportunities, especially fur the Mining Engineer who makes 
geology a specialty. Not only at home, but also in the Philippines, Alaska, British America, Cuba, Mexico, 
Suuth America, South Africa, Australia, Siberia, and China, there arc openings for Geologists, as well as Mining 
Engineers and Metallurgists. 

In all lands the American Mine Manager and Mining Engineer has deserved and received high suit ion. 
He is employed not only by the American companies, hut by English, French, and German Mining Syndicate'* 
as well. The American Manager is noted for his ability to accomplish results, and has proven his power to or- 
ganize and operate economically from Alaska to Australia, and from El Oro pi the Rand Tile demand for high 
class mine superintendents and mine managers is increasing; the difficully is in finding men to fill si usfaebmly 
the Ten Thousand Dollar positions. The mining graduate who has enjoyed a thorough (raining under -ground 
as well as in the theories of geology, chemistry, ami engineering in its application to mining, who also has a. ^md 
business training, and possesses executive ability is sought for etmrimuilly. 

Mining methods must be changed and adapted to varying local conditions. The day of "rule of thumb” 
practice has passed and progress is everywhere evident Economy in mining and handling ore underground is 
as much an essential to profit, as efficiency and economy in the mill and the smeller. New explosives arc being 
tried : the use of power drills is being extended ; mechanical haulage is replacing hand-1 ramming and animal power: 
concrete is replacing mine limber in same localities, deeper mining calls for additional economics and more power- 
ful machinery. 




OPPOinTNITIES IX THE MINING PROFESSION Continuol 


The successful treatment of tm^grade ores Iv.is u \'m minim, a permanency anil stability, which places 
it, from an investor's standpoint, in a efess with manufacturing. The possibility of handling lower grade ores 
usually means longer life for the mine, and the mining engineer anil mine manager are now able to introduce 
economies in power, plant, and general equipment, because >»f the longer life of the mine. 

In the manufacture and use of mitting machine! v . there is a wide field for the mining graduate- American 
machinery of many types has been successfully introduced into foreign kinds. The international reputation of 
American mining, milling, and smelting machinery is especially noteworthy American rock drills may Ik- 
found m practically every important mining camp in America . Asia, and Africa, where j lower drills are used 
Concentrators, blast furnaces, and ore crushing machinery of American manufacture are successfully used almost 
everywhere t hat ore dressing and smelting are practiced. At least fifty per cent of the possible economics in 
mining and metallurgy will result from the application of machinery. A study of conditions in Spanish America, 
Africa, and Asia, an intelligent adaption of American types of machinery, and the manufacture of special types 
better adapted to conditions in these countries will prove an attractive and remunerative held for American 
enterprise. 

The completion of the Panama Canal will open to machinery companies the west coast of South America 
In that region— long famous for its fabulous mineral wealth, where competent mining labor and any variety 
of skilled labor is- at a premium -American engineers who have socialized in mining, milling, and metallurgical 
machinery will find unparalleled opportunities as the mineral and other resources are developed. 

Marked advances have been made in ore dressing practice, principally because of American inventions 
during the last score of years Research and tailing stint pies show that, there are still unsolved problems in cun 
cent ra lion, and the cost sheets of most mills indicate clearly that additional economics arc needed, There ire 
many complex ores awaiting the ambitious mining engineer and mill man. ^incoresespKckdly merit auemian. 
and in the Rocky Mountains and Mexican mining districts, as well as in Missouri, there are large ore bodies which 
may be handled with profit, if only the proper system of concentration is applied 

As the higher grade iron ores are toeing exhausted many deposit* of lower iron content will lie d£ve!oj>ed 
and miuetl, provided some economic process of concentration can he adapted to the ores, There is likewise an 
increasing need of washing and dressing of cord hi many other lines there are large ripjwirt unities for the Mining 
Engineer who specializes in ore dressing. 

Metallurgy also presen! s new folds* as well as tire old fields, for the coming metallurgist, The discovery 
of new elements, and of new uses for well known metals, and the development of economic methods for the re- 
duction of hitherto refractory ores, give added impulse to the metallurgist of today, and inspiration in the student 
in metallurgy; 

Economics in the* American practice in iron and steel, copper and lead metallurgy. Have astonished the 
world* and recent progre-s indicates that in gold, zinc, and silver also, t hi American standard rates with I lie hest 
of the metallurgical world.

conduct of practically every successful smelting plant. While the metallurgy of silver arid zinc are splendid fields 
for the young metallurgist who is on the outlook for unsolved problems, there arc even more possibilities in lung 
Men, vanadium* uranium, und the rare metals. The investigation of the properties and the possible uses of 
i he new elements lias proven mi attractive field for many, as well as the study of the economic production of alloys 
useful in the arts. 

Tlus age has been called an age of extravagance; the next age may be an age of economy Atlentitm is 
now being called to ihe great waste of lire nations' resources, Economic production means not only the pro 
duct-ion at low cost of one or more products, but it should mean the use of everything— manufacture of by 
products, The metallurgist has many problems before him in the economic production of by-products in coke 
manufacture. in copper smelting, in lead and zinc smelting, and in fact in the treatment of every ore. The utili 
zatiun of the so-called "waste heat'* of the smelting plant is in itself a great problem. Electricity now plays 
a great part in certain metallurgical processes; there are many improvements in the application of electricity 
to metallurgy which will add efficiency and economy, and in some instances make possible in the smelter some 
operations now limited to tlur laboratory. Who appreciates fully the opportunities in the electric furnace? 

The enormous loss of life in mining operations and the fatalities which result from continued employment 
m metallurgical works, have brought to the attention of the Mining Engineer and the Metallurgist* the importance 
of and the necessity for ihe protection of the life and health of the workman. In coal mining lliere have been 
recently a number of disasters which have brought to a focus the scattered efforts of many individuals and cor 
potations efforts to improve the system of coal mining and mine Ventilation, and thus to make coal mining 
less dangerous, Various slates are working for higher standard** strtd the baited Stans Government will un- 
doubtedly recognize the necessity for government regulation at least. 

bailor will always play an important part in mining and metallurgical operations and, if for no other 
reason, the mineral industry must immediately sec to il that the risk to life is no greater in mining and metallurgy 
than in other industries, or it will be possible to secure eonipe Lent labor at reasonable rates. 

Safety appliances arc being installed wherever they will add in any way io the protection of miners. The 
l nited States has been tardy in the application of devices which have proved in Europe their efficiency in the pro 
lection of life and health. The engineers of the next decade have Ixfore them greater problems and greater 
opportunities in he efficient handling of the labor problem. 

The rapid destruction of our forests and the consequent increase- in the price of lumber have directed the 
attention of the. building trades to brick, cement, and steel for construction puqmses. The clay and cement 
materials of Missouri omiriug in ;i region where fuel is cheap, are deserving of careful development, especially 
because of the increasing demand for firebrick, building brick, und cement in Spanish America The completion 
of the great inland waterway system will give Missouri an all water route to some of the best markets for clay 
products and cements. Capital will require competent mining engineers and metallurgists in the ceramic industry 
in Missouri.

The lead, /Jtic, an .1 coal deposits in Missouri ll ave been extensively worked* apd many graduates of llie 
Missouri Seluxil tif Mines and Metallurgy have found lucrative employment in t he development of these resources 
The application of machinery io mining* improvements in methods of concentration, new processes in the metal- 
lurgy of lead and zinc, and the use of cheaper power have made possible the profitable working of many old mines 
and the opening of new deposits. As previously noted, the metallurgy of zinc offer special problems and oppor 
t unities for the mctalhirgisL 

A decade ago the graduate of the mining school found among many mining men ;\ deep rooted prejudice 
against the ed 1 lege -tr# hied men.

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The much-lauded month of May of l!Ht7 had an additional poetic influence on us students, 
making it difficult to keep our minds on precise mathematics and abstract physical sciences. 
We were all dreaming, dreaming day and night of the adventures to be ours in the frontier 
mining camps which we intended to invade at the close of the school year. 

We heard of Bisbee, a little town near the Mexican border, where over one hundred 
million dollars worth of copper is gleaned yearh front reluctant Mother Barth's bosom, and 
by the middle of June more than twenty of Kolia's best men had secured positions in the cop 
per mines of Bisbee, Ariz. 

Here were assembled college men from every mining school in the country, but the repre 
scuta lives of M. S. M. stood at the front both in numbers and efficiency, comprising more 
than one fifth of the entire number of collegians and distinguishing themselves admirably in 
aptness and perseverance. That the latter quality was as important as the first will be shown 
by a brief description of one of the places in which wc toiled.

The heat was so intense that our moderate dailv consumption of water amounted to two 
arid three gallons each and we were kept bathed in moisture not only by the excessive per 
spiration, but at the same time by the warm mine water, which, saturated wiLh sulphurous 
and sulphuric acids and sulphate of copper, constantly dripped and poured from the roof on 
our already inflamed skins. While other men soon gave up- hope and quit their jobs and old 
men positively refused to work in this place, our students unflinchingly persevered despite 
the most violent physical discomfort. 

Since the bosses well knew that the time of the students was limited to but three mouths, 
promotions were slow, but nevertheless before (lie end of the summer the M. S. M. fellows 
were all doing the kind of work that required the most skill and best judgment. Altogether 
their experience in practical mining in a region of difficult operations was broadening anil 
valuable to a future mining engineer. 

So much did the citizens appreciate the exemplary conduct and hornet efforts of the 
college men, that they instituted a ball in our honor. It was a rare treat indeed to mingle 
with the belles ot the Sunny Southwest after three months labor and non association with 
the fair sex.

I. me ridge. J. J. Sand lord, J. M. Dougherty. J. R. Bland, Albert' Bream, "Windv'’ Holm. 
U. K imnierline, F. L. Trailing and H. R, Newton, bade Bisbee adieu and most of therm n 
turned to their studies with honest triumph and elation, none the worse phvsieally for tin 
hard conflict with Nature's forces in the earth’s depths. 

It is to be hoped that their example will suffice to persuade their more timid class mates 
to venture to the mines in the summer of Bins.
